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REPORT    OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

DISTRICT  No.  1. 

Miss  Celia  Smith  was  again  employed  to  teach  this  school. 
Owing  to  sickness  of  the  teacher  the  school  closed  sooner  than 
we  expected,  so  we  were  unable  to  make  our  examination  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  but  have  good  reasons  to  believe  that  the 
work  was  in  every  respect  as  satisfactory  as  that  of  other 
schools  which  Miss  Smith  has  taught  in  this  district.  We  think 
the  District  has  been  fortunate  in  securing  »o  good  a  teacher 
and  wise  in  retaining  her  services. 

DISTRICT  No.  2  (Center). 
The  summer  and  fall  terms  were  under  the  charge  of  Imogene 
R.  Hamilton,  of  Waterboro,  who  has  taught  several  terms  in 
this  district  in  succession.  Miss  H.  fully  maintained  her 
reputation  here  as  a  first  class  teacher  and  we  think  without 
one  exception,  the  parents  were  well  satisfied  with  the  school 
the  past  year. 

The  progress  made  in  all  the  studies  during  these  two  terms 
is  very  gratifying  to  your  committee. 

DISTRICT  No.  3  (Smith). 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Marcia  L.  Moulton,  of  Lim- 
erick, who  is  one  of  our  best  teachers,  having  taught  several 
schools  in  this  District. 

This  school  did  not  manifest  so  much  interest  and  enthusiasm 
as  we  should  have  been  pleased  to  see. 

But  we  think  Miss  M.  was  conscientious  in  all  her  work, 
fully  qualified  to  teach  every  branch  required  to  be  taught,  and 
the  proficiency  made  in  all  the  studies  pursued,  was  (everj-- 
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thing  considered)  up  to  a  good  standard  of  school  work,  and  in 
the  main  we  think  the  parents  were  well  satisfied  with  this  term 
of  school. 

The  winter  term  of  school  taught  by  Fred  A.  Murphy,  of 
Lyman,  was  his  first  attempt  at  teaching.  Mr.  M.  had  charge  of 
one  of  the  pleasantest  and  farthest  advanced  schools  in  town, 
and  is  a  conscientious  and  hard  worker,  adapting  himself  to  his 
work  and  getting  the  good  will  of  the  pupils. 

At  our  final  visit  we  noted  with  pleasure  the  progress  made 
in  most  of  the  classes,  with  the  following  results  : 

Arithmetic  had  received  the  most  attention,  and  the  h'gher 
classes  were  given  a  test  of  ten  or  more  problems,  all  of  which 
were  solved  and  satisfactorily  demonstrated  ;  the  other  lower 
classes,  with  a  few  exceptions,  doing  equally  as  well.  In  all 
the  other  studies  pursued,  with  a  few  exceptions,  a  good  pro- 
gress and  advancement  was  made. 

We  were  sorry  to  see  at  our  two  visits  some  of  the  smaller 
boys  take  advantage  of  their  teacher  when  his  attention  was 
not  directed  to  the  school  and  them,  which  showed  a  little  lax- 
ity in  discipline,  not  to  the  detriment  of  the  school  but  to  those 
boys  whose  scholarship  was  not  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
school.  We  have  watched  with  interest  the  progress  made  in 
this  school  and  feel  justified  in  sa}'ing  that  the  standard  of 
scholarship  which  this  school  has  attained  this  term  is  up  to 
the  average. 

DISTRICT  No.  4  (Cousens). 

Miss  Emma  Goodwin,  who  t'aught  the  summer  term,  is  a 
well  informed  and  painstaking  teacher,  and  we  think  taught 
an  excellent  school.  We  examined  the  school  carefully  at  the 
close  of  the  term  and  were  well  satisfied  with  the  progress  made 
and  thoroughness  of  the  work  accomplished. 

The  first  seven  weeks  of  the  fall  term  was  under  the  charge 
of  Miss  Grace  Frost,  of  Springvale,  who,  we  think,  was  inter- 
ested in  her  work  and  anxious  to  succeed,  but  was  too  young 
and  inexperienced  a  teacher  for  this  school.  Although  the 
school  was  not  satisfactory  some  progress  was  made  and  we  do 
not  think  it  was  altogether  a  failure. 

Miss  Cora  Grant  finished  the  term  with  credit  to  herself  and 
profit  to  her  pupils. 
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DISTRICT  No,  5  (\\  ibren). 

The  summer  and  fall  terms  were  taugbl  by  Gracie  M.  Walk- 
er, of  Lyman.  This  was  Bliss  Walker's  Orel  attempt  al  teach- 
ing.   We  were  well  impressed  with  the  appearance  of  the 

School  al  OUr  first  visil  Mini  at  our  lax!  visit  \\  <•  reviewed  iis 
thoroughly  as  time  would    permit    the  work  ofthlS  BCilOOl,  and 

we  feel  justified  in  saying  that,  all  things  considered,  this 
school  made  a  veVy  commendable  degree  of  progress  in  all  their 

studies.  The  short  fall  term  did  not  show  that  the  interest 
was  so  fully  sustained  and  the  advancement  made  was  not  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  previous  term,  owing  to  some  adverse 
circumstance  which  impaired  to  some  degree  the  usefulness  of 
the  teacher,  for  which  we  do  not  consider  her  responsible. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Fred  A.  Mur- 
phy, of  Lyman.  Mr.  Murphy  commends  himself  to  our  favor 
inasmuch  as  he  seems  to  realize  the  responsibility  attached  to 
teaching,  which  we  are  sorry  to  say  some  teachers  do  not  seem 
to  realize. 

This  school  has  scholars,  most  of  whom  are  small,  who  can- 
not attend  the  winter  term-,  making  this  school's  average  ten, 
which  requires  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  both 
teacher  and  pupl  to  keep  up  even  a  fair  degree  of  interest.  '  We 
visited  this  school  at  commencement  and  clese.  This  school 
does  not  seem  to  full}*  realize  the  responsibility  incumbent  upon 
them  as  pupils,  notwithstanding  the  interest  taken  and  the 
hard  work  done  by  their  teacher. 

There  were  some  pupils  at  the  examination  made  who  had 
made  good  progress  in  all  their  studies,  and  some  whose  exam- 
ination was  quite  embarrassing  to  us  and  who  did  not  seem  to 
have  taken  a  very  decided  interest  in  their  school,  but  we  hope 
will  be  inspired  by  those  whose  interest  was  devoted  to  all 
their  studies,  in  succeeding  terms. 

We  think  the  discipline  was  such  as  to  have  rendered  this 
school  to  have  maintained  a  higher  rank  of  scholarship. 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 

The  Summer  term  in  this  district  was  taught  by  Miss  Dora 
E.  Purington  and  was  visited  at  the  commencement  by  }~our 
committee  and  found  to  be  under  good  discipline  and  every  in- 
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dication  of  a  prosperous  term.  Owing  to  sickness  the  teacher 
was  compelled  to  close  the  school  much  sooner  than  was  intend- 
ed, so  the  first  was  the  only  visit  by  your  committee. 

The  Winter  term  of  school  was  taught  by  J.  Lamont  Perk- 
ins of  Sanford.  This  was  Mr.  Perkin's  first  attempt  at  teach- 
ing. We  were  pleased  with  his  good  address  and  gentlemanly 
bearing  which  commended  him  to  our  favor.  We  do  not  ex- 
pect (nor  have  we  a  right)  too  much  of  one  who  has  not  passed 
through  the  ordeal  of  teaching.  We  made  as  thorough  exami- 
nation as  the  time  would  permit  and  noted  these  facts:  that  a 
good  advancement  was  made  in  every  study  and  the  »vork  was 
done  in  view  of  thoroughness  which  made  the  examination  a 
pleasure  rather  than  an  embarrassment  to  us.  This  school 
considering  the  shortness  of  the  term  was  in  the  main  gratify-, 
ing  to  us. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 

The  Summer  term  in  this  district  was  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Celia  Smith  of  this  town,  whose  reputation  as  a  good 
disciplinarian,  a  thorough  teacher,  was  well  sustained  in  this 
term. 

The  Winter  term  continued  the  past  progress  with  valuable 
additions.  The  teacher  sought  the  highest  good  of  her  pupils 
and  her  labors  were  crowned  with  success. 

DISTRICT  No.  8. 
Miss  Emma  Hill  of  Kennebunkport  taught  both  terms.  The 
attendance  was  good  and  the  scholars  liked  their  teacher,  were 
orderty  and  made  an  average  degree  of  progress  in  their  stud- 
ies. 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 

The  Summer  term  in  this  district  was  taught  by  Miss  Cora 
B.  Grant  of  this  town  and  was  visited  b}'  your  committee  at 
the  commencement  and  near  the  close  and  we  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  saying  that,  judging  b}' the  appearance  of  this  school, 
Miss  Grant  has  no  superior  and  few  equals  as  a  thorough  and 
devoted  teacher. 

The  Winter  and  Fall  term  was  under  the  same  instructor. 
On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  sickness  in  the  district  it  was 
deemed  advisable  by  the  agent  to  close  this   term  without  a 
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Anal  visii  from  your  oonitnittee,  but  we  visited  the  school  ai 
the  beginning  <>r  the  tern  and  found  the  teacher  devoted  to 
her  work  :i ii< I  the  scholars  orderh  and  industrious,  and  have  no 
doubt  thai  it  proved  to  be  a  rery  prosperous  term. 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

Miss  Grace  Walker,  teacher.  We  wen-  mUOll  pleased  with 
the  progress  made  by  this  school  and  especially  with  the  ener- 
getic and  interesting  manner  in  which  it  was  instructed.

In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  the  observations  and  ex- 
periences of  the  several  members  of  our  committee  but  very  lit- 
tle need  be  said  by  the  chairman  at  this  time,  but  a  few  sug- 
gestions may  be  of  benefit,  if  heeded  b}~  you  as  citizens.  We 
have  endeavored  to  do  justice  to  all  our  teachers  and  hope 
while  the  present  system  of  choosing  agents  and  agents  choos- 
ing teachers  in  the  several  districts  continues,  as  good  or  better 
selections  will  be  made.  With  regard  to  the  school  district 
system,  we  have  consulted  man}-  times  and  as  yet  have  failed 
to  satisfy  ourselves  that  the  abolition  of  the  system  would 
much,  if  in  the  least,  benefit  our  pupils.  But  we  would  earn- 
estly recommend  and  encourage  the  attendance  of  airy  pupils 
in  town  from  one  district  to  another,  provided  the  school 
is  not  in  session  in  their  own  district  of  course,  the  teacher 
should  be  consulted  then  school  committee,  should  decide  the 
extent  to  which  this  practice  shall  be  carried.  Our  schools  are 
well  supplied  and  have  a  uniformity  of  text  books  and  we  think 
it  will  be  unnecessary  to  make  any  changes  during  the  coming 
year.  Urge  upon  your  agents  the  importance  of  furnishing  the 
census  returns  as  soon  after  the  first  of  April  as  possible.
